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COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT: ITS IMPLICATIONS TO THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


“The public library holds a strategic position in the development of the 
community resources—natural resources and human resources,” stated Dr. 
H. A. Morgan at a recent meeting of the “Library Council” of the South- 
eastern States at Knoxville, Tennessee. The Film Forums which are being 
conducted in twenty public libraries under the sponsorship of the American 
Library Association, the American Association for Adult Education, the 
American Film Center, and American Association for Applied Psychology 
under the general title “What we are Defending” give the following outline 
in The Library Journal, March 15: (1) our material resources, (2) our 
human resources, (3) our relation with other peoples. The method of pro- 
cedure in conducting these forums also points out the strategic position of 
the public library in a community. 


Can the public library which spends the greatest per cent of its book 
budget for the best seller, light fiction, and western hold such a position? 
The library which can make such a contribution to the community is de- 
finitely a vital part of the educational system. The librarian is aware of 
the many movements in the community. She can no longer be content to 
meet the demands of a limited group in literary clubs, as important as this 
is. Today community interest is expressed through home demonstration 
clubs, county farm tooperatives, and county farm bureaus, 4H clubs, county- 
wide health units, social welfare agencies, public welfare agencies, Farm 
Security Administration, WPA activities, NYA, vocational schools, well or- 
ganized consolidated schools, national defense programs—army camps, in- 
dustrial plants, shipbuilding, air bases. Whatever the type of service 
there will be a need for material in print. 

Whether the community be industrial or agricultural, urban or rural 
population it is the responsibility of the librarian and trustees to provide 
up-to-date material in print—maps, charts, films, manuals, bulletins, pamph- 
lets, diagrams, and authoritative text books as well as supplementary 
material. The librarian must have a broad acquaintance with resources in 
natural science and social science as well as an understanding of the culture 
of the community. “Vocational and educational compulsions to read are 
almost unavoidable.” 


The librarian must realize that each activity of the community is 
definitely designed to raise the standard of living of the community and the 
library is in a position to make a contribution as an educational and social 
agency. She must know something of the social conditions and economic 
conditions of the community, the educational level of the adult readers, 
the psychology of learning for adults. The material supplied by the library 
largely determines who will patronize it. The librarian, or some staff mem- 
ber should attend as many county organizations as possible. 

The librarian of the South who wishes to render a great service to the 
community in helping to solve its economic problem number one should 
provide such material as: SOUTHERN REGIONS, by Odum; MIND OF 
THE SOUTH, by Cash; SHARECROPPERS ALL, by Raper and Reid; 
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HUMAN GEOGRAPHY OF THE SOUTH, by Vance; LANTERNS ON THE 
LEVEE, by Percy. These are only a few of the many titles as well as 
many pamphlets that should be available in the library. 


Information on conservation, gardening, poultry, dairying, stock rais- 
ing, fruit growing, rural electrification: its possibilites for the famly income 
and family relationship on the farm—should be provided. 


World affairs, the war, its causes, the peace, democracy, a better under- 
standing of Pan-Americanism are subjects that are vital and should be of 
great concern to the librarian today. 


It may become necessary in this broader interpretation of the function 
of the library to reorganize some of the technique of cataloging, classifica- 
tion, and shelving. The material which treats the same subject whether it 
be fiction or non-fiction should come together in the library. Novels which 
deal with the social and economic conditions may be more profitable if 
brought together with subject material on these topics. 

This is only a brief outline of the many duties and responsibilities of 
the librarian and staff in a library making a definte contribution toward 
raising the standard of living in the community and enriching its educational 
opportunities. The library that is giving only a recreational service will 
find its future more and more difficult. Other kinds of recreation—radio, 
movie, news stand, rental library mean less use of the library for recrea- 
tion. To share in the allocation of public funds the library must be pre- 
pared to supply resources for further study in helping to solve the economic 
and social problems, information which will bring about a better under- 
standing of the true meaning of conservation of our material resources, our 
human resources, our relations with other peoples, thus making a definite 
contribution toward raising the standard of living in the community. 


THE EARLY AMERICAN IMPRINTS INVENTORY 


The Mississippi Historical Records Survey Project of the WPA, of 
which Dr. William D. McCain, director of the Mississippi Department of 
Archives and History, and president of the Mississippi Library Association, 
is official sponsor, is engaged in a number of extensive research activities 
which are of vital interest to librarians. One of these is the Early Amer- 
can Imprints Inventory whose purpose is to find, describe, and note the 
location of copies of every discoverable book, pamphlet, broadside, and broad- 
sheet printed from the beginning of the press in America in 1639 through 
1876. 

This work is being prosecuted in all 48 states and in the District of 
Columbia under the direction of Douglas C. MeMurtrie of Chicago, typo- 
graphical expert and nationally recognized authority on early American 
printing. 

Since May 10, 1938, when the imprints inventory was inaugurated in 
Mississippi under the direct sponsorship of Dr. McCain, a comparatively 
small number of WPA employees, working in their own communities 
throughout the state, have located and reported more than 65,000 publica- 
tions printed before January 1, 1877. 
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As is well known, American bibliography has heretofore been exceed- 
ingly incomplete for this particular period which antedates the establish-° 
ment of the American Catalog, the predecessor of the present United States 
Catalog and Cumulative Book Index. 


Mississippi Historical Records Survey Project field workers record all 
titles found in public and private libraries, including the law libraries of 
county courthouses, and send them to the state office of the project in the 
Bridges Building in Jackson. Here the information is edited, typed in cata- 
log card style, proof-read, and forwarded to the central office of Early 
American Imprints Survey in Chicago. Duplicate copies are filed in the 
state office and in the Mississippi Department of Archives and History. 

In the central office the items are arranged alphabetically by state 
of publication, chronologically by year of publication, and alphabetically by 
name of author or by title within the year. Location symbols, taken from 
or modelled after those of the Union Catalog, are assigned to each title slip. 
When the same title is reported from a number of locations, the location 
symbols are consolidated on one slip. All locations are reported for per- 
manent preservation, to the Union Catalog of the Library of Congress. 


When the inventory for a state is reasonably complete, a preliminary 
list is published, usually in mimeographed or multigraphed form. Such a 
list is issued, even when known to be incomplete, in order to induce and 
encourage librarians and other interested persons to contribute additional 
titles, thus assuring that subsequent publications will be as complete as 
possible. A preliminary publication of this type is A Short-Title List of 
Books, Pamphlets, and Broadsides, Printed in Mississippi, 1811-1830, issued 
in 1934 by Douglas C. McMurtrie. Eventually, by following the procedure 
of publishing progressive bibliographies, an inclusive checklist of early im- 
prints in any state can be compiled. 

Many publications printed in Mississippi or relating to Mississippi, 
of which no copies were known to exist, have been located by Historical 
Records Survey workers in other states and made available to persons inter- 
ested in Mississippi history or in other fields of research. Likewise, Mis- 
sissippi Historical Records Survey Project workers have discovered mater- 
ials of inestimable value and interest to persons in other states. 

In the preparation of this new tool for research, the librarians of 
Mississippi have taken an activily cooperative hand, and by their consider- 
ation and help have speeded the important task of locating the material 
to its present state of near completion. However, before the final check- 
list of Mississippi imprints can be published, a vast amount of editorial 
work must be completed. 

Two other significant activities of the Mississippi Historical Records 
Survey Project now in progress are the inventory of the state’s unusually 
rich collection of newspapers and the inventory of manuscript collections, 
both highly valuable primary sources of information.

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SUMMER READING 


Reading, as a part of leisure activities for vacation, should be encour- 
aged. This activity offers an excellent opportunity to work with the super- 
intendents, principals, class room teachers, and the school librarian. An 
interesting project on Book Selection may be worked out with the seniors, 
the school librarian, and English department. This will give the students 
a chance to become acquainted with such books as Helen Haines’ LIVING 
WITH BOOKS, Mrs. May Lamberton Becker’s ADVENTURES IN READ- 
ING, also such book reviewing magazines as Saturday Review of Literature, 
American Library Association Booklist, Book Review Digest, The New York 
Herald Tribune Books, and the book review section of such magazines as the 
Atlantic Monthly, Harpers, and Time. 


The principal will be glad to cooperate in such phases of publicity as 
book talks to groups, bulletin board displays, a visit to the public library, 
brief talks at faculty meetings. Suggested reading list on all reading 
levels may be compiled with the help of the school librarian and class room 
teachers. Summer reading if successful will require much thought and 
reading guidance. 


When practical set aside a corner in the library for young people. This 
group will be able to read much of the material on the adult level. If 
possible arrange for the corner near the adult collection and include many 
adult titles on the suggested reading list. 


The type of rewards may vary, this depending upon the initiative of the 
librarian. If the staff is small the use of silver and gold stars requires 
little extra work on the part of the librarian. Ten titles may be required 
for a reading certificate. It is a satisfactory plan to arrange for the 
awarding of the certificates during Book Week. The titles read may be 
listed on 3x5 cards and filed under the readers’ name arranged alphabetic- 
ally. Older boys and girls are glad to list their own reading. The final 
check of titles read must be approved by the head librarian. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


Among the activities engaged in by the American Library Association 
in connection with National Defense has been a survey of library resources, 
Guide to Library Facilities for National Defense. Studies have been made 
concerning the use of library materials in vocational or trade training at 
the lower levels, and of public library service and needs. Public libraries 
will renew their efforts in the present days of world crisis to promote the 
reading of socially significant books, to serve as information centers on 
current problems, and to help make democracy work.

STATE PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The State Planning Committee met November 14, 1940 in the Director’s 
Room of the Robert E. Lee Hotel, Jackson, Mississippi. The meeting was 
called to order by Miss Anna Roberts, President, Mississippi Library Asso- 
ciation. A number of important problems were discussed by the Commit- 
tee, among which were: 


1. Federal aid. 

2. Problems arising from defense areas, especially Camp Shelby. 
8. Plans for organizing county and regional libraries. 

4. State supervisor of school libraries. 

5. Citizens library movement. 

6. Strengthening the state agencies. 


Miss Julia Wright Merrill made a number of helpful suggestions as 
to how Mississippi libraries might attempt to secure Federal aid. It was 
suggested that the Mississippi Library Associaton make a strong indorse- 
ment of the measure. _ Miss Merrill also mentioned two other possibilities 
that might help:

1. Schools and libraries should be considered a part of the National 
Defense Program. 


2. A long-time program brought to pressure by the determination of 
librarians. 


Even though the Army has assumed the responsibility of providing 
library service for the soldiers and officers in Camp Shelby, there will be 
need for additional service for supplementary material. Books will be 
needed for soldier’s families and to meet other needs in the defense areas. 
The libraries of the State have agreed to help meet the situation in every 
way possible. 


Miss Pearl Sneed, Secretary of the Commission, gave a report of the 
activities of the Commission, stressing particularly the progress of county 
libraries which have been organized under Senate Bill 166, Laws 1938. Hinds 
County and Madison County, assisted by WPA, has demonstrated in a 
small way the advantage of a large unit of service. Some of the immediate 
problems to be met: 


1. Increased local funds for books and trained personnel. 
2. State supervisor of school libraries. 


3. A coordinated plan of library service for school and adults, parti- 
cularly in the rural communities. Such a plan organized to meet 
the standards adopted by the State Department of Education for 
high school libraries. 


4. Type of library training which should be offered in the colleges and 
universities to prepare teacher-librarians in the rural schools. 


The State Planning Committee will continue to work toward a super- 
visor for school libraries, to give assistance in standardizing libraries, to 
secure State and Federal aid, to promote the citizens library movement in 
trying to interest influential persons to call meetings sponsoring library 
improvement programs, and to secure the cooperation of various groups 
such as Parent Teacher Associations, farm group organizations, et cetera. 


The long-time plan: strengthening of State agencies. 


The next meeting of the State Planning Committee will be held prior 
to the annual meeting of the Mississippi Library Association at Biloxi in 
November, 1941. 


LIBRARY NEWS IN THE STATE 


1. Alcorn County Library. The WPA bookmobile, which we were allow- 
ed to keep for another year for demonstration, has continued to help in 
increasing the county-wide service. We have used it in visiting all the 
county schools as well as all the branches and stations every two weeks, thus 
keeping the book stock moving. During the time the school was not in 
session, the librarian used the bookmobile to visit every home demonstration 
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club once a month, making it possible for the people in all parts of the 
county to keep on reading. These women were very enthusiastic about the 
service which was given them. During the summer months the librarian 
made talks to the Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, giving them a brief history 
of the library and showing them the extent of its service. The seven stations, 
which were opened late in the spring, are in small stores scattered over the 
county, and some of the most enthusiastic readers are the ones who are 
served in this way. These stations are all cared for by volunteer workers, 
and they have made it possible for the library to reach many more adults 
than would have been possible otherwise. Mrs. Hobson Houston, Librarian. 


2. Evans Memorial Library, Aberdeen. This library serves as the 
source for the entire county. Hence the work naturally divides with these 
headings: (1) city service, (2) county service at the desk including that 
given every noon hour for rural children, (3) county school service, (4) club 
service—city and Home Demonstration, (5) WPA station service, (6) Negro 
branch service. Reading in the city has greatly increased this year. By 
keeping the latest books on the rental shelf, we have attracted many readers 
who would otherwise patronize down-town book shelves. The Club women 
in town have used the library as a source for material for year books and 
programs. Home Demonstration club women have read 737 books this 
year. During the summer two other types of city work were: (1) the 
usual vacation reading plan and contest for children, and (2) noon hour 
book distribution to garment plant workers out at the plant. 


The addition of a Negro library building, opened October 10, makes the 
library system of Aberdeen more complete. This building is the gift of Dr. 
W. A. Evans. This library for Negroes is receiving outstanding donations 
of books from individuals and organizations of many states. By aiding 
colored rural schools with traveling library service, distinction is further 
stressed. Miss Lucille Peacock, Librarian. 


3. Hattiesburg Public Library. Due to increased demands for service 
from Camp Shelby, the library is now open three nights a week until nine 
o’clock. The additional report for the Office of Education showed that the 
public library needs books and additional staff to meet the present demand 
for service. WPA library workers have been employed for clerical help 
and for book mending. 


Miss Pearl Sneed, Secretary of the Commission, and Miss Bethel Fite, 
State Supervisor of the WPA Library Project, attended the conference of 
the “Library Council” of the Southeastern States at Knoxille, March 27th 
and 28th. 


The following librarians have been appointed as Camp Librarians at 
Camp Shelby: Miss Mattie Swearengen, Meridian, 38th Division; Mrs. 
Mary Elizabeth Selby, Hattiesburg, 37th Division; Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Eley, Moss Point, Corps and Area Division. 


Mrs. Jane Gavere, Little Rock, Arkansas, has been appointed as County 
Librarian of Alcorn County to succeed Mrs. Hobson Houston, who resigned 
to make her home in‘Mobile, Alabama.
